Mr.  Chairman,  Mrs,  Morgan  & Gentlemen, 

I present  my  report  upon  matters  affecting  the  public  health  of  the 
district  for  the  year  1 959 • The  main  items  are  summarised  as  follows 

Population  - 

The  present  estimated  population  is  12,860,  an  increase  of  over  2,000 
since  1947. 

Births  - 

The  birth  rate  continues  to  be  high  and  ’.veil  above  National  average. 

Good  housing  is  an  incentive  to  raising  a family,  and  the  Council's  programme 
since  the  end  of  the  Yfar  lias  undoubtedly  had  a bearing  upon  the  consistently 
high  birth  rate. 

The  number  of  still  births  was  slightly  r educed,  and  the  number  of 
illegitimate  births  considerably  reduced  over  the  preceding  year. 

Deaths  - 

The  General  death  rate  was  the  lowest  recorded  since  1947. 

There  was  a reduction  in  the  number  of  violent  deaths,  and  a large  decrease 
in  the  number  of  infant  deaths  during  the  year. 

Cancer  deaths  remained  approximately  the  same,  but  the  Cancer  death  rate 
for  the  district  is  lower  than  the  National  rate. 

Infectious  Diseases  - 

Apart  from  Scarlet  Fever,  there  was  a low  incidence  of  Infectious  Disease, 

In  regard  to  Scarlet  Fever,  it  is  not  generally  realised  that,  although 
the  actual  disease  may  be  mild,  there  can  be  serious  complications  at  a later 
date,  e.g.  Kidney  disease  and  Heart  disease.  It  is  important,  therefore,  when 
children  have  Scarlet  Fever,  or  sore  throats  generally,  that  care  is  taken, 
particularly  during  the  period  they  may  be  running  slight  temperatures. 

The  number  of  fresh  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  was  reduced  by  half, 
over  the  preceding  year.  Again  only  one  death  attributed  to  this  disease 
was  notified  during  the  year. 

There  were  no  fresh  cases  or  deaths  notified  in  respect  of  Non-pulmonary 
Tuberculosis. 

The  Council's  housing  record,  since  the  end  of  the  War,  has  been  excellent. 
There  are,  however,  still  some  500  odd  applicants  waiting  to  be  rehoused.  Many 
of  these  are  young  married  families  living  either  in  rooms  or  with  in-laws,  and 
desiring  a home  of  their  own.  There  is  also  a fair  number  of  elderly  people 
looking  for  suitable  housing  accommodation. 

The  milk  sampling  results  during  the  year  continues  to  be  satisfactory. 

New  Milk  Regulations,  laid  before  Parliament  during  ^^60>  remove  the  authority 
for  the  issue  of  Dealers  Licenses  and  Registration  from  the  district  ocuncils 
to  the  Local  Food  & Drugs  Authority,  i.e.  the  Pembrokeshire  County  Council 
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Water  supply  continued  to  be  satisfactory,  both  in  quantity  and  quality. 
Samples  taken  periodically  for  radio-active  content  have  given  results  well 
within  the  danger  limit  laid  down  by  the  Medical  Research  Council. 

Food  hygiene  is  satisfactory  in  the  district,  and  no  cases  of  food 
poisoning  were  notified  during  the  year*  Sampling  of  Ice  Cream  continued, 
and  gave  satisfactory  results. 

There  are  no  outstanding  problems  with  regard  to  general  sanitation 
and  hygiene,  the  standard  being  high  in  the  district. 

Your  Public  Health  Inspector  has  been  working  under  considerable 
pressure  over  the  past  few  years.  The  recent  appointment  of  a Pupil 
Inspector  should  ease  this  pressure  in  his  department. 

In  conclusion  I wish  to  thank  the  officers  and  the  members  of  the 
Council  for  their  continued  courtesy  and  co-operation  during  the  year,

Discussion  on  Death  Statistics 

The  General  Death  Rate  was  the  lowest  recorded  over  the  past  twelve  years, 
and  is  considerably  lower  than  the  National  and  County  Rate. 

There  was  little  change  in  the  number  of  Cancer  Deaths.  The  Cancer  Death 
Rate,  however,  is  lower  than  the  National  Rate. 

Violent  Deaths  (3  home  accidents)  remained  substantially  the  same  as  for 
the  preceding  year. 

There  was  a large  decrease  in  the  number  of  Infant  Deaths,  resulting  in  a 
very  low  Infant  Mortality  Rate.

One  hundred  and  thirty-eight  families  were  rehoused  by  the  Council  during 
the  year.  Twenty-seven  cases  of  overcrowding  based  on  bedroom  accommodation 
were  relieved  during  the  ybar  including  eleven  families  moved  from  two  bedroom 
houses  and  prefabricated  bungalows.

Twenty  discretionary  improvement  grants  were  completed  during  the  year 
costing  the  Council  £3>538.1  5s. 0d.  All  of  the  improved  dwellings  were  owner 
occupied.  The  improvements  included  the  provision  of  bathrooms,  hot  water 
systems,  kitchens,  food  stores  and  additional  bedrooms.  In  addition  a further 
seventeen  discretionary  grants  and  one  standard  grant  were  approved  during  the 
year  and  the  improvements  will  be  completed  during  I960.

Sources  of  Supply 

1 . Prescelly 

The  source  of  the  major  water  supply  to  Milford  Haven  is  the  Prescelly 
gathering  ground  in  North  East  Pembrokeshire.  The  water  is  a typical  upland 
surface  water,  being  soft  and  rather  acid.  It  is  impounded  in  a reservoir 
of  160,000,000  gallons  capacity. 

After  impounding  the  water  passes  through  a modern  filtration  and 
chlorination  plant.  The  quality  of  the  water  is  controlled  by  routine 
sampling,  both  chemical  and  bacteriological  before  and  after  treatment. 

2,  Thornton 

Springs  in  the  Thornton  area  (Haverfordwest  Rural  District  Council) 
are  impounded  in  the  three  reservoirs  with  a total  effective  capacity  of 
16,000,000  gallons. 

The  water  gravitates  to  a purification  plant  at  Priory  and  is  pumped 
from  here  to  service  reservoirs  at  the  Meads. 

This  water  is  chiefly  used  for  industrial  purposes,  under  drought 
conditions  or  other  failure  for  the  Prescelly  supply. 

General 

The  average  daily  consumption  in  the  town  was  540,000  gallons.  This 
is  equivalent  to  43  gallons  per  head  of  population  per  day.

Estimation  of  Radio-activity  content  of  water  at  Prescelly,  was 
carried  out  during  the  year.  The  results  can  be  summarised  as  follows  -

Average  Radio-activity  content  at  outlet 

from  reservoir  (Rosebush)  8.2  uu. curies/litre 


These  figures  are  well  within  the  safety  limit  of  20  u.u.  curies  per 
litre,  set  by  the  Medical  Research  Council. 


The  statistics  also  suggest  that  treatment  of  the  water,  (filtration, 
chlorination,  etc.)  reduces  somewhat  the  radio-activity  content. 

Further  sampling  throughout  the  Western  area  of  Pembrokeshire  showed 
an  average  amount  of  radio-activity  of  u.u.  curies  per  litre  in  surface 
water  used  for  domestic  purposes.

Refuse  is  collected  weekly  from  all  private  dwellings  and  business  premises 
within  the  urban  district  and  is  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping  at  the  Priory 
refuse  tip.  One  Karrier  7 cu.  yds,  petrol  engined,  one  Karrier  7 cu.yds.  diesel 
engined  refuse  collection  vehicles  and  one  10  cu,yds.  Eord  diesel  engined  refuse 
collection  vehicle  are  employed  in  the  collection  of  refuse  and  salvage. 


2,  Sewage  Disposal 

It  is  estimated  that  91,6%  of  the  premises  in  the  urban  area  are  connected 
to  the  public  sewer.

4.  Sewers 

Sewers  were  treated  for  rodent  infestation  in  June  when  four  hundred  and 
twelve  manholes  were  baited,  and  December  when  two  hundred  and  ten  manholes  were 
baited.

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During  the  year  the  fishing  industry  was  faced  with  the  problem  of 
the  disposal  of  prawn  offal.  The  practice  was  to  dump  the  offal  into  the 
water  near  themackerel  stage.  When  the  tide  was  out  the  smells  of  the 
decomposing  offal  was  most  obnoxious,  especially  during  the  hot  summer  months. 

All  interested  parties  met  to  discuss  the  problem  and  the  Fishmeal 
Company  experimented  with  the  offal  with  the  result  that  after  carrying  out 
some  modifications  to  the  plant,  the  Fishmeal  Factory  was  able  to  process 
the  prawn  offal,  thus  preventing  the  nuisance  which  had  previously  existed 
on  the  foreshore. 
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
